Springfield, Ill, May 380.—[Special.)—‘ I 
see no change from where we left off. Fur- 
thermore, I see no indications of a change. 
The way it looks tonight, the first ballot to- 
morrow will not vary twenty votes from 
the last one when the convention took a re- 
cess. The thing has got to come to an end 
some time; that’s evident. The sooner it 
comes the better, too. 

“If the convention is protracted indefi- 
nitely this time it will be in danger of becom- 
ing a farce, There is nothing, however, now 
to show how it will break whén it does break. 
No one, so far as I have found out, can give 
what is called a ‘line’ on the situation.” 

Such was the statement tonight made by 
| Senator A. J. Hopkins as expressive of his 
idea of the situation as it developed fifteen 
‘hours before:the reassembling of the repub- 
lican state convention. The statement not 
» mly expressed the sénator’s notion but that 
vf everybody else here who is in any way 
well informed. They all agree there must be 
an end, as there is of all things human. 
But what that end will be.nobody pretends 
to know. The convention will be called to 
order by Chairman Cannon at 2 o'clock inthe 
afternoon after a deadlock recess of ten days. 


At Sea on Predictions. 


Some of the older politicians had an in- 
formal talk over the situation this evening, 
and all practically agreed on the following 
forecast: 

“The convention cannot well last more 
than two or three days. The delegates will 
not stand for it longer. It is doubtful, how- 
‘ever, if when the break comes it will bé the 
result ofany prearrangement. What is most 
likely to happen is that a break from onecan- 
didate to another, but not enough to nom- 
inate, will be followed by other ineffectual 
Sreaks on the same or succeeding ballot. and 
finally the convention. wil} get igto a pani 
which will result in the nomination 6f some 
one—leading, or nrinor candidate, or dark 
horse. Who it will be no one pretends to 
say.’ . 

;“I have been home and enough under’ the 
weather to keep me in the house,” said 
Speaker Cannon, “ but from what I hear 
since I got back to Springfield I would not 
know any more had I been traveling all 
over the state. It looks as if we had to start 
all over again.” 


Leaders Ready for Siege. 


All of the leaders and most of the delegates 
have arrived prepared for a siege this time. 
Where a man at the first session carried only 
two clean shirts and a few clean collars, this 
time he brought a two weeks’ laundry sup- 
ply. Some of them even brought their wives, 
in some instances, perhaps, because the wives 
were afraid ot leave them alone in Spring- 
field indefinitely. 

‘All I brought the last time was a suit 
case,’ said Congressman William Lorimer. 
‘‘ This time I have got a trunk.” 

“One valise I considered enough on the 
last trip,”’ said Marshal C. P, Hitch of Bd- 
gar county. “I brought two and a handbag 
this time." 

All of which is mentioned as indicating the 
idea which prevails that it may take some 
time to reach a decision, but be the time long 
or short the convention is going to fight it 
out. There will be no more adjournments, 


Lowden Scores Against Yates. 

Col. Frank O. Lowden has gone so far as to 
prepare lodgings for people, good all summer. 
He rented a storeroom and put 300 cots in it, 
and is prepared to go into the hotel busi:ess, 
except that there is no charge for beds ifthe 
delegate only votes right. 

This Lowden hotel, by the way, Is apt to | 
cause a great deal of mental anguish to Gov. 
Yates. It is directly across. the street from 
Yates’ headquarters in the Leland hotel, and 
at the first session of the convention was 
occupied by the Yates people. 

When the governor started to convert Chi- 
cago he left Col. R. J. Shand of Rockford in 
charge of the Springfield arrangements. ‘ Col. 
Shand forgot all about the storeroom, and 
when Harry Ward of Perry county was look- 
ing around last night for a place to stow 
away Lowden enthusiasts he found this one. 
This afternoon the Yates pictures were 
taken out, Yates banners torn down, and 
while likenesses of Lowden ornamented the 
windows a big canvas banner with letters 
four feet high informed spectators it was 
** headquarters for Lowden delegates."" The 
banner bore a marked resemblance to those 
put up over saloons tn Chicago when a new 
proprietor takes hold, and it could easily be 
imagined it read: “ Thig place has changed 
hands. In future it will be conducted as a 
first class buffet and family resort.” 


All Present but Yates. 

Things of this sort worry the governor a 
good deal, and when he arrives in Springfield 
tomorrow morning it is possible he will have 
a few things to say to Col. Shand for allowing 
the headquarters to get away from him.

Robert M. McLane, Baltimore's 
_ Executive, Kills Himself. 


Worry Over Fire and Domestic Trouble 
Causes Collapse. 


Baltimore, Md., May 30.—[Special. }—Mayor 
Robert M. McLane committed suicide by 
shooting himself in the head this afternoon 
at his home, 29 West Preston street. 

There are two stories current as to the 
cause of the tragedy. One is that he broke 
down under the strain connected with his 
duties in the rebuilding of burned Baltimore; 
the other credits his recent despondency 
and final mental] collapse to domestic trou- 
bles. He killed himself almost immediately 
after reaching home and after a brief conver- 
gation with his wife, who was the beautiful 
widow, Mary Van Bibber. 

Their marriage took place on the 14th of 
the present month. . 

Persons close to Mr. McLane say that while 
the troubles of his office, incidental] to the 
big fire, had considerable effect upon his 
mind, it was domestic trouble, resulting from 
his marriage, that disturbed him most. He 
had been courting Mrs. Van Bibber for about 
ten years. She is 43; the mayor was only 36. 
She is a member of the smart set in society, 
while the mayor's family is of the retiring, 
aristocratic sort. 

The disparity in their ages and the differ- 
ence in their social temperament led the Mc- 
Jane family to oppose the marriage. 


Parents Refused to See Bride. 


Although it was supposed the couple lived 
happily together, it is stated that the mayor's 
parents refused to recognize his bride, and 
this caused him no end of worry. It soon 
became noticeable that.although he made 
every effort to attend to municipal business. 
he could not concentrate his thoughts on 
anything. He appeared to be dazed all the 
time. 

He also worried because of tangles which 
came up in his administration before and 
after the fire. When Mr. McLane was nom- 
inated for mayor it was understood that he 
was to recognize the democratic party or- 
ganization. 

After his election, however, many candl- 
dates for office did not measure up to his 
standard. and contrary to the wishes of the 
leaders he picked men for office of his own 
choice, retaining not a few of the appointees 
of former Mayor Hayes. ; 

Then, soon after his Inauguration, came 
the big fire which swept away millions. 

A period of reconstruction was necessary, 
and it was up to the mayor to formulate the 
necessary plans. He named a burnt district 
commission, jaid grounds for the passage by 
the legislature of a $6,000,000 loan to improve 
the docks, and looked personally after the

first doctor on the scene. When he went 
into the room he found Mr. McLane lying 
on the floor in front of a bureau in a pool 
ot blood.

Dr. Shertzer straightened 
bim out and made an examination of his 
wound. The pistol was lying under him. 
The bullet had penetrated the upper part of 
his right tertiple, and had made its exit a 
littke behind and just above the left ear.

Was in Good Spirits, 


Mrs. McLane; his wife, Who was inthe room. 
at the time, asked the doctor what he thought ° 


of the wound. He told her there was no 
hope. 

She said that a few minutes before the 
shooting she and Mayor McLane were in her 


apartment talking. He appeared to be in: 


good spirits. The mayor said he wished to 
put to rights some articies in a bureau draw- 
er in another room and teft the apartment. 

In something less than five minutes Mrs. 
McLane heard a noise which she thought 
was a shutter banging to, or some article 
which had fallen. She walked down one 
flight of stairs and called Lizzie Redchurch, 
a servant, asking her if anything ha@ fallen 
down stairs. The girl replied that she théught 
the noise was upstairs. Mrs. McLane sug- 
gested that the mayor had dropped a drawer. 
The maid went upstairs and rapped on the 
door. Receiving noreply she entered. 

Mts. McLane followed her into the room. 
“‘Mr. McLane has fallen and hurt himself.” 
the servant said. As Mrs. McLane ap- 
proached her husband's side she saw what 
had happened.

The officer, 
who is held in close confinement in the 
fortress of Mount .Valerian, is said to be 
charged with using considerable sums of 
money during the court martial at Rennes 
in order to procure the conviction of Drey- 
fus. , He was attached to the accountant’s 
department of the war office and $5,000 is 
missing. Other arrests are expected. 


CASH DEPOSIT FOR CRUISERS.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, May 30.—Charles 
R. Flint of New York has deposited the value 
of the cruisers Esmeralda and Chacabuco 
with the bankers Rothschild in Paris.

VATICAN’S NOTE. 
Pope’s Protest to Powers Over 
French. President’s Visit 

Called an Insult. — 


ANGRY DEBATE IN ROME. 


Members of Parliament Insist 
_ Pius X. Has Declared War. 
on the State. 


ROME, May 30.—The vatican’s note to the 
powers, which resulted in the recent diplo- 
matic rupture with France; was denounced 
as an insult to’ Italy in the Italian chamber 
of deputies today, and the government urged 
to take energetic measurés to prevent the 
interference of the church with Italian’ af- 
fairs. 

Sig. Mazza, republican, called note of 
the papal secretary of state, Merry Del Val, 
@ perfect insult. He recalled that the pope 
had not protested against atrocious offenses 
to religion in France. His holfmess had now 
risen against a king, who, according to the 
vatican, had stolen the pontifical patrimony, 
designating his majesty as a usurper. ‘Phe 
note therefore was a declaration of war. 


National Pride Forgotten. 

Signor Mazza declared that the government 
had forgotten all pride and the national dig- 
nity in permittMmg the people of France to 
defend Italian rights. 

The liberals and the extreme parties ap- 
plauded, and the galleries joined. 

Signor ‘Guerci, radical, followed, saying 
that *‘ this time the vatican is not protesting, 
but bleating.” 

‘Signor Cabrins, socialist, interrupting: 
“Call it braying.’’ 

Signor Guerci, continuing, complained that 
the pope, who in his career before he became 
pontiff, saw, appreciated, and profited by 
Italian unity, should now as pontiff have 
as his inspirer executive against Italy 
a foreigner, Cardinal Del Val. 


Premier Giolitti Replies. 


Premier Giolitti, who arose amidst a 
breathless silence, said that the vatican note 


naturally was not communicated to the Ital- 


ian government. The vatican note contained 
a phrase regarding the king of Italy, but the 
effect produced was such that they must be 
extremely glad of the existence of that 
phrase, as it had offered Premier Combes the 
opportunity to make a statement so flatter- 
ing to Italian patriotism. 

The crowded galleries rose and applauded 
for five minutes, crying “ Viva Combes.” 


Protest Thirty-four Years Old. 


Sig. Giolitti continued: 

“The note contained the usual protest 
which the vatican has been repeating for 
thirty-four years. Italy has no reason to 
change her policy. She does not fear the 
invasion of the congregations, as she has 
laws to protect herself. If these laws are 
insufficient we will make new ones. 

“To fear that the country cannot protect 
itself against the influences of foreign con- 
gregations is to insult Italians. The state 
and the church must be as two parallel lines 
which never meet.. Both must enjoy liberty. 
It will be worse for the church on the day 
that she illegally interferes in the affairs of 
the state.”’ 


WALK TIRES FRENCH SOLDIERS. 


Forty-two Missing, One Dead, and Thir- 
ty-four Sent to Hospital After 
Endurance Test. 


PARIS, May 30.—Fatal results followed the 
army walking match yesterday from the 
Place de la Concorde to St. Germain and 
back, a distance of about twenty-eight'‘miles, 
in which 2,000 soldiers from many regiments 
took part. Reports received by the ministry 
of war show that forty-two men are missing, 
and a number of them are believed to have 
succumbed to hardships. 

Besides those missing, thirty-four men 
were taken to hospitals along the course in 
various stages of prostration. Six were in 
a serious condition, one man is dead, and an- 
other may not recover. Some reports place 
the number of dead at four. 

In the.chamber of deputies today War Min- 
ister Andre was severely criticised for per- 
mitting the contest, which is denounced as 
brutal. Gen. Andre admitted that a mistake 
had been made, and a vote of confidence was 
passed by only a narrow majority.

DELIVERS MEMORIAL ORATION ON 
GETTYSBURG’S FIELD. 

Pays Tribute to Living and Dead Who 
Took Part in Most Memorable Con- 
flict of Civil War—Finds Lessons of 
Battleground Apply in Civil as Well 
as Military Life — Decoration Cere- 
monies Held in Various Cities ofthe 
Country. 


Gettysburg, Pa., May 30.—President Roose- 
velt today delivered the memorial] oration 
on Cemetery hill. paying tribute to the na- 
tion’s dead who fell in the most memorable 
conflict of the civil war. The president was 
escorted to the cemetery on Gettysburg bat- 
tlefield by several hundred veterans. Mrs. 
Roosevelt and other members of the party 
followed in carriages. 

Gov. Pennypacker presided at the cere-. 
monies and spoke briefly, introdycing the 
president. The invocation was by Dr. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, chaplain of the senate. 


Precedent by Roosevelt. 


‘No president between Lincoln and Roose- 
velt has ever had the temerity to make a 
epeech at Gettysburg, considering that Lin- 
coln’s great speech was enough for all time. 
Grant, Hayes, and Cleveland all refused to 
speak there. 

As the president rose to speak it began to 
tain, and continued throughout his address. 
He was accorded an enthusiastic recep- 
t‘en notwithstanding the rain, and the 
crowd of 10.000 people in the cemetery re- 
mained, despite the thorough drenching. 

Referring in the beginning of his speech 
to the allusion of Gov. Pennypacker to the 
ceath of Senator Quay, the president paid 
* tribute to the military service of the laie 
eenator. 


War for Righteousness. 


The president in his address said: 

As long as this republic endures or its history is 
known so long shall the memory of the battle of 
Gettysburg likewise endure and be known, and as 
long as the English tongue is understood so long 
shall Abraham Lincoln's Gettysburg speech thrill 
the hearts of mankind, The civil war was a great 
war for righteousness; a war waged for the noblest 
ideals, but waged also in thoroughgoing, practical 
fashion. It was one of the few wars which mean, 
in their successful outcome, a lift toward better 
things for the nations of mankind. 

The soldiers who won at Gettysburg, the soldiers 
who fought to a finish the civil war and thereby 
made their countrymen forever their debtors, have 
left us far more even than the memories of the war 
itself. They fought for four years In order that 
on this continent those who came after them, their 
children, and their children's children, might en- 
joy a lasting peace. 

Lessons Apply Today. 


The iessone they taught us are lessons as ap 
plicable in our everyday lives now’as in the rare 
times of great stress. The men who made this 
field forever memorable did so because they com- 
bined the power of fealty to a lofty ideal with the. 
power of showing that fealty in hard, practical, 
common sense fashion. They stood for the life of 
effort, not the life of ease. 

AH are as one now, the sons of those who wore 
the blue and the sons of those who wore the gray, 
and ali can unite in paying respect to the memory 
of those who feil, each of them giving his life for 
his duty as he saw it; and ali should be at one in 
learning from the deaths of these men how to live 
usefully while the times call for the performance 
of the countless necessary duties of everyday life 
and how to hold ourselves ready to die nobly should 
the nation ever again demand of her sons the ultt- 


mate proof of loyalty. 


Leaders at Little Round Top.

Then the knees of passengers will cease to 
be the nuisance they often are now. 


HOW NOT TO MANAGE COLONIES. 
Germany may have a more serious task 
than she supposes in subduing the revolt 
among the Hereros of Damaraland in south- 
west Africa. Starting several months ago, 
the revolt has spread, and a new danger 
is suggested in the possibility of its involv- 
tng the warlike Namas who inhabit the 
rough country known as Namaqualand. 
Efforts of the imperial troops to suppress 
the uprising have not only been fruitless 
but have been extremely sanguinary, re- 
Suiting in the loss of one-third of the Ger- 
man troops.. The situation is growing 
Worse, and unless considerable reinforce- 
ments are sent to assist in quelling the re- 
bellioii Germany may find herself confront- 
ed with as serious a problem as the English 
faced in the Boer war. apt. 

The reason for the revolt appears to be 
the feeling among the Hereros that the 
kalser’s system of colonial administration 
fs unnecessarily harsh. They sought modi- 
fications and the result was that the Ger- 
Mans sent their troops against such pre- 
sumptions subjects. There appears to have 
been no attempt to conciliate the natives. 
The plan recommended to the imperial 
government by the German Colonial socie- 
ty seems likewise to be devoid of any con- 
ciliatory spirit. It proposes that the Herero 
tribes be broken up and scattered over the 
country, that their property be confiscated, 
and the leaders of the uprising be heavily 
punished. 

Such a policy of rigorous treatment of the 
Retives will in the end defeat Germany's 
‘ambitions to become a great colonial power. 
England has adopted a far different policy 
ena seeks by every possible means to se- 
ure tie friendship and loyalty of the na- 


4 five tribes over which it exercises domin- 
fon. 


It recognizes to the fullest extent 
Possible the religion and customs of the na- 
tive people. This policy has enabled Eng- 
and to build up a vast army of colonial 
troops, whose services in a crisis like the 
Boer war are of incalculable value. In this 
way the colonies of England become a source 
of military income rather than expenditure. 
Gérmany can hardly hope to attain similar 
gesults from the policy adopted in the treat- 
ment of the Hereros. 

America would do well to study carefully 
the canses of England’s success and of 
Germany's failure in colonial enterprises, 


TOO MANY APPEALS. 

The lasvyers who wish to reform practice 
in the Illinois-courts, where reform is sadly 
needed, are members of the State Bar asso- 
ciation but not of the state legislature. The 
lawyers who are sent to the general assem- 
bly. and the number is not small, are either 
60 much absorbed in political or business 
Guestions that they do not have time to 
Work for the improvement of conditions in 


i ene courts, or they are satisfied with a sys- 
Stem which is obviously full of defects. 


3 The trouble is that when the defects are 
p attacked men come forward to laud them as 


virtues. .The State Bar association cop- 
demns the almost unlimited liberty.of appeal 
in civil cases which has been bestowed on 
Illinois lifigants. It suggests that the Ap- 
pellate courts have final jurisdiction in the 
cases heard by them, and that appeals to the 
Supreme court be allowed only in criminal 
cases and those in which the validity of a 
statute, a franchise, or a freehold is in- 
volved. 

Some lawyers and some laymen will con- 
tend that that would be monstrously unfair. 
They will assert that it would be a denial of 
justice to refuse to any man, no matter how 
trivial his case may be, the right to have it 
passed on by the Supreme court. 

The Bar association is in the right. One 
appeal is enough. The statutes provide for 
too many, and the privilege is harmful to 
litigants. It delays the final settlement of 
cises. It makes litigation more expensive. 
It gives the man with a full purse, who is 
better able to stand the expense of a trip to 
the Supreme court, an advantage over the 
poorer man. It does not result in securing 
a better article of justice for suitors. 

It is inexpedient that there should be so 
many appeals. It is against the real inter- 
ests of lawyers and their clients. The next 
general assembly ought to act on the recom- 
mendations of the Bar association: Prob- 
ably it will not, because some lawyers will 
think it may deprive them of business, and 
some ill informed laymen will fancy it may 
rob them of a valuable privilege. 


EXTIRPATING THE ARMENIANS. 
Two weeks ago dispatches began coming 


about fighting between the Armenian peas- 


ants and the Turkish troops, mostly Kurds 
and Circassians, stationed in that part of 
the sultan’s dominions. According to the 
first reports the fighting was of a serious 
nature. In one encounter in the district of 
Mush 136 Turks and 91 Armenians were 
killed and wounded. In the distri¢t of Sas- 
soun, which takes in Mount Ararat and ad- 
jacent territory, according to the statement 
of a Turkish official, Armenian insurgents 
destroyed seventeen villages and had a bat- 
tle with the Turks in which the insurgents 
lost 900 men and their adversaries 700. 

A week ago it was reported that the Otto- 
man government, under the pretext of put- 
ting a stop to the forays of Armenian bands 
from the mountains, had decided to remove 
them all to the plains, where they would be 
under the observation of the Kurds, who 
hate them intensely and would be at their: 
mercy. The latest news is that the Turks 
have a large force of regulars and irregulars 
in the field, and that forty-three Armenian 
villages have been burned and their inhab- 
itants killed. 

There may be some exaggeration in the 
dispatches, but it is evidently the intention 
of the Turks to make an end of the Arme- 
nians who are within their jurisdiction. 
They believe that now, when everybody is 
watching the war in the east, is'the time to 
do the work. If the Armenians have re- 
volted it is because they have been goaded 
into it. They would not do so under ordi- 
nary circumstances, because they are aware 
of the futility of an appeal to arms. Of late 
years‘the nations of western Europe have 
been deaf to their cries. They cannot turn 
to Russia not merely because she has a war 
on her hands but because recently her policy 
towards the Armenians in her territory has 
been distinctly unfriendly. For one thing, 
she has confiscated aH the property of the 
Armenian church. 

If the Armenians were to remain passive 
the Turks, after carrying out the policy of 
disarming them, would bid the ruthless 
Kurds, who are full of Mohammedan fanati- 
cism, to pick a quarrel with them and make 
short work of them. Ifthe Armenians must 
die, it is better that they should die in battle 
than be slaughtered like sheep. 

If there be any humgnity left in the Chris- 
tian governments of western Europe they 
will stay the hands of the Turks before 
they have hunted down the Armenians in 
their mountain refuges and have finished | 
their ruthless work. It is in their power to | 
stop the s.aughter. 


TO PROMOTE HONESTY. 

The Massachusetts legislature has passed 
a bill to promote honesty among the em- 
ployés of private individuals and corpora- 
tions. It is said that dishonesty is rife 
among them, from the cook who accepts 
presents from the butcher and grocer to 
get them the family custom up to the pur- 
chasing agents of great mills or railroads. 
who are influenced by commissions to be 
false to the interests of their employers. 
‘No doubt there is much corruption of this 
kind in every community, but there may be 
more of it in Massachusetts than elsewhere. 


_The manufacturers of that state say they 


are constantly being sold out by their em- 
ployés. 

In response .v their demand the legisla- 
ture has made it an offense to attempt to 
bribe an employé so asto influence his action 
about his employer’s business and for an 
employé to be bribed. The employers are 
delighted, but it remains to be seen whether 
they will be benefited—whether the men 
who work for them can be made honest by 
act of the general court. There are some 
laws which are little more than pious as- 
pirations. They set forth the opinion of 
certain people that various things should be 
done or should not be done, but for economic 
reasons, or because a perverse generation 
refuses to pay attention to them, they re- 
main unenforced, mere expressions of opin- 
fon. 

It is the law of Massachusetts, as it is of 
every other state, that those who bribe state 
or municipal officers and the officers who are 
bribed shall be liable to punishment. When | 
this kind of legislation applying to a com- 
paratively small number of persons whose 
conduct is likely to be pretty closely watched 
is generally enforced, and the servants of 
the public are faithful to their employer, it 
will be time to undertake to make the serv- 
ants of private employers more loyal to 
their interests than at present. ie 

A New Yerk state senator says: “TI re- 
gret deeply to say that franchise grabbing 
is rampant in the state legislature.” That 
is true of other states. As long as honest 
legislatures cannot be elected, why try to 
reform cooks? 


NAVAL LESSONS OF THE WAR 

The present war has demonstrated that 
in operations around harbor mouths torpedo 
boat destroyers and mines are usefu' both 
for the attackers and defenders. Harbors, 
to be well defended, must be well provided 
with torpedo boats and mines. An attack- 
ing fleet directed against an enemy’: “ fleet 
in being” lying in a hostile vod x must 
likewise be well provided with torpedo boats 
and mines. 

But for the mastery of the high seas big 
ships which carry big guns are necessary. 
On the open ocean, when a storm blows up, 
a torpedo flotilla would be helpless against 
erujsers. A torpedo flotilla would be useless 
on a distance cruise... 
| Big ships are necessary to protett com- 
merce, to destroy commerce, and to convoy 
army bearing transports. Ships which can 


‘earry big guns are useful in joint land and 


n 


naval attacks. The Japanese naval! artil- 
lery demoralized the Russian left on Nan- 
shan hill and made the success of the final 
assault possible. 

But what kind of big boats are best? The 


‘present kind of battleships or the present |. 


kind of armored cruisers? Or could not 
some new kind of big warship be adopted 
which would be better than either? The 
modern armored vessels are built to resist 
shells—namely: attacks above water. All 
their defensive arrangemefts have been put 
above the water line. Torpedoes and mines 
attack below the water in the unprotected 
regions where no defense has been prepared. 
In naval Sperations near harbor mouths, 
where the use of mines and torpedoes is 
feasible, the offense has now distinctly 
gained the advantage. The inventors must 
now devise a better means of submarine 
defense, 


Perhaps they will resort to diplomacy for | 


one thing and obtain international assent to 

the proposition that no mine may be Jaid 
outside the three mile limit. Perhaps they 
will construct a new and more perfect tor- 
pedo net to envelop the hull of the ship. 
Perhaps they will lighten the upper works 
of the ship and give additional buoyancy 
to the whole, so that contact with a mine 
will not result in immediate sinking. Cer- 
tainly they will hereafter furnish all ar- 
mored ships with a more complete search 
light system to discover hostile torpedo 
boats, and a more effective rapid fire sys 
tem to destroy them. 

Admirals will learn the lessons already 
assimilated by generals and will marshal 
their forces in more extended order, throw- 
ing before them a thicker screen of scouts. 

This ‘war will certainly result in a recast- 
ing of naval dogma.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

ORD LANSDOWNE, having been no- 

* tified of the disinclination of President 

Roosevelt and of Secretary Hay fo in- 

terfere in the dispute between Eng- 

land and King Leopeld in connection 
with the charges of gross maladministration 
in the Congo Free State, and finding it dim- 
cult to assemble an international corgress 
this year for the purpose of dealing with the 
matter, has now determined upon a different 
course, calculated to dismay both the Free 
State government and its sovereign. 

It seems that in the conven signed at 
Berlin in December, 1884, and t@ which the 
signatures of Col. Strauch, the Free State 
plenipotentiary of King Leopold, and of Sir 
Edward. Malet, the ambassador of Queen 
Victoria, are affixed, a glause exists giving 
extraterritorial jurisdiction to English con- 
sular officials throughout the Congo Free 
State until “ sufficient provision” is made 
by the latter for the administration of jus- 
tice among foreigners. Indeed, article 5 of 
the convention of 1884 states that “ British 
consuls or consular officials. in the ‘Congo 
Free State shall exercise sole and exclusive 
jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, over 
the persons and property of British subjects 
in accordance with British laws,”’ thus ex- 
empting not merely all English citizens but 
likewise every native African who may hap- 
pen to be a British subject from the civil 
and criminal jurisdiction and laws of the 
Congo Free State courts. 

England, from a feeling of good will and 
friendship towards. Leopold, has never 
yet made use of this clause nor of the rights 
which it confers, and which have never been 
renounced, and, having failed to obtain from 
him any satisfaction in connection with the 
charges of maladministration to which his 
attention as sovereign of the Congo has been 
officially called, Lord Lansdowne now pro- 
poses to avail himself of the prerogatives 
which the English government enjoys by its 
terms, and to enforce the extraterritorial 
rights of British subjects throughout the 
length and breadth of the Free State, eman- 
cipating all British subjects from the con- 
trol and jurisdiction of the authorities of the 
state in which they reside. 


Of course, King Leopold will protest 
strongly against this measure on the part 
of England as constituting an infringement 
of his sovereignty, and will appeal to the 
other powers. 

But, while the latter are not sufficiently 
interested in Congo affairs to be willing 
to make the charges of maladministration 
there the gubject of an international con- 
gress just at present, they will be equally 
disinclined to take up the cudgels in behalf 
of Leopold against England, when the latter 
is merely enforcing the execution of its 
treaty rights. Indeed, it is quite possible 
that some of the other powers may follow 
the example of England and likewise exempt 
their subjects from the jurisdiction of the 
Free State authorities, in which case King 
Leopold’s power and prestige in his African 
dominions will be sadly shorn. Moreover, 
should there be any resistance offered to the 
exercise by Bngland’s consular officials of 
the duties with which they are now about 
to be intrusted by Lord Lansdowne, matters 
might quickly come not merely to a crisis 
but to an actual clash between the British 
government and King Leopold in his capacity 
as sovereign of the Free State, In one word, 
Lord Lansdowne’s coup against the king 
is an exceedingly clever one and likely to 
be extremely effective. Indeed, it has filled 
King Leopold with dismay and brought mat- 
ters to a crisis. 

Prince Frederick Leopold of Prussia_has 
just had a judgment issued against him by 
the Berlin courts in a suit brought against 
him by his former chief of the household, 
baron von Luck, and has been condemncd 
to pay the latter a pension of $3,000 a year 
for the remainder of his life. This is the first 
occasion, I believe, of a prince of the reign- 
ing house of Prussia being brought into court 
and of having a judgment rendered against 
him, and the affair has attracted a good deal 
of attention on the continent of Europe just 
‘on that account. It ‘would not have been 
possible under the old laws, but has been 
rendered so by the terms of the new code. 
. It is a pity, however, that the case was ever 
allowed to come into court, for the prince is 
colossally rich and the sum at stake was a 
relatively small one. Moreover, Baron Luck 
had been for many years an old and devoted 
servant of the prince and claimed, when 
forced to sever his relations with the prince, 
a pension based on the whole time that he 
had spent in the prince’s service, whereas 
Frederick Leopold was only inclined to rate 
his pension upon the relatively brief period 
that he had acted as grand master of his 


household. Emperor William declined to in- 


terfere, it*being, however, generally under- 
stood that he sympathized with the baron, 
and thus it is that the courts have been 
called upon to determine the issue, settling 


“jt, as I have stated above, against the prince 


and in favor of the baron. 

Prince Frederick Leopold, let me add, is 
the only son of the famous cavalry general, 
Prince Frederick Charles, popularly known 
as the “ Red Prince,” and to whom the 
French Marshal Bazgaine surrendered Metz 
in the war of 1870. He is married to one of 
the sisters of the empress, is a brother of 
the duchess of Connaught, and visited this 
country some years ago. 

I have received quite a number,of inquiries 
concerning the title of the prince de Bearn, 
one of the new secretaries of the French 
embassy at Washington, people complaining 
that they are unable to find any mention of 
such a title in the Almanach de Gotha. This 
is not surprising. For the title In question 
is not a French one, but merely a papal 
honor, which should be borne in a different 
manner to that used by Ambassador Jusser- 
and’s new secretary. The latter is not a 
French prince, but a French count of ancient 
lineage, his French title of comte de Bearn 
and his name being sufficiently illustrious 
that one would have imagined that he could 
have dispensed with the foreign title of 
“ prince.’’ Strictly speaking, he is comte de 
Bearn, prince de Viana, Viana being a 
chateau in Spain owned by the Bearn family. 


Sir Archibald Berkeley Milne, in spite of 
his recent promotion to the rank of rear ad- 
miral, is to retain his command of all King 
Edward'e yachts, as well as his post of naval 
A. D. C. to his majesty, and the orders which 
have been given to this effect demonstrate 
once more how great is the favor which this 
gallant officer enjoys on the part of both the 
king and queen. 

Sir Archibald has seen considerable active 
service both by sea and by land, and was 
severely wounded at the battle of Ulundi in 
Zululand while naval A. D. C. to Gen. Lord 
Chelmsford. He Hkewise took part in the 
Egyptian campaign of 1882, but is prin- 
cipally known on this side of the Atlantic 
in connection with his extraordinary en- 
counter with William Waldorf Astor, result- 
ing from the fact that having been asked 
by the countess of Orford, who was Miss 
Corbin of New York, at whose house he had 
been dining, to accompany her to a concert 
given by W. W. Astor at his house in Carlton 
house terrace, he was summarily requested 
by Mr. Astor to leave his house on the ground 
that he had not been asked by him, matters 
being made worse by the Pall Mall Gazette 
containing on the following day an intima- 
tion to the effect that Capt. Milne had ap- 
peared at Mr. Astor’s house as an uninvited 
guest. 

It is true that Mr. Astor had been provoked 
beyond all endurance by finding people whom 
he did not know from Adam frequenting his 
entertainments and abusing his hospitality, 
tgnoring him completely, and it was by a 
singular piece of misfortune that he should 
have happened to select so distinguished and 
popular an officer as Sir Archibald Milne as 
a scapegoat for the others. It may be added 
that Mr. Astor subsequently withdrew and 
apologized for the offensive paragraph in the 
Pall Mall Gazette and that all the unpleas- 
antness in connection with the affair has 
been obliterated.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


Here is a guidebook of its own kind. It 
is not a directory for those who have a 
morbid passion for slumming. It is a his- 
torical and descriptive handbook about the 
city of New York, but, first and chiefly, 
“THE BETTER NEW YORK.” Of course, 
a great city is a world of itself, where are 
gathered all sorts and conditions of: men, a 
multiplicity of races, of languages, of cus- 
toms, of religions, of occupations, of human 
interests and needs. As Dr. Josiah Strong 
remarks in an ‘Afterward,’ the city’s 
ignorance of itself is responsible for many 
abuses, for much indifference, and not a 
little hopelessness as to better conditions. 

“The Better New York’’ has been a rev- 
elation to many who knew the best side of 
the city. The reader wonders at the many 
philanthropies, as various as human needs, 
and at the same time admires the inventive- 
ness and ingenuity of the spirit of hopeful- 
ness, until he is convinced that if Néw York 
is one of the worst cities of the world it is 
also one of the best. 

And what is specially noticeable about this 
guidebook is that it has been prepared ina 
way to make it seem alive with human in- 
terest from beginning to end. The nearly 
100 illustrations serve their purpose well. 
The author of the book, one Dr. W. M. Tol- 
man, director of the American Institute of 
Social Service, and Charles Hemstreet, 
author of several books on New York. The 
only fault with the book is its insubstantial 
binding. 

‘It is greatly to be hoped that there may 
soon be prepared a similar handbook about 
the better Chicago, if only as an offset to 
Mr. Stead’s lurid picturing of the worst side 
of the city—the proper title of which should 
have been “If the Devil Were Here.” (The 
Baker & Taylor company, New York.) 


* FOLK TALES FROM THE RUSSIANS ” 
{fs a singularly charming little book. which 
suggests, In its own way, some peculiar sig- 
nificant glimpses of what may be termed the 
aboriginal Russian character. Mme. Verra 
de Blumenthal, who has “retold” In sur- 
prisingly idiomatic English these popular 
Russian folk tales, has eVinced fine discrimi- 
nation in her selection of representative fairy 
stories: 

And the publication of them just now, when 
all the world is watching and studying every- 
thing distinctively Russian, is timely. Fer, 
while the more or less primitive folk tales of 
all peoples the world over bear some generic 
resemblances to each other, theréare also cer- 
tain characteristic differences that are pro- 
foundly significant. Any way, this dainty 
and fascinating little book is well worth 
reading. (Rand, McNally & Co.) . 


Katherine E. Dopp of the University of 
Chicago has written a little book for chil- 
dren, ‘“‘ THE TREE DWELLERS,” intend- 
ed to enable children to get some vivid idea 
as to the kind of life which our long ago 
ancestors lived when the “evolution of 
man” and of human society was compara- 
tively new. It is an attempt, the author ex- 
plains, to “ facilitate the traneitional move- 
ment in education now taking place,” and 
to “ gain cumulative results of value in ex- 
plaining our own institutions.” 

The educational theory seems a little fan- 
ciful, but doubtless there is a pedagogical 
truth underlying it. Teachers having too 
much good sense to be mere faddists might 
use the book to advantage. It is attrac- 
tively printed amd illustrated. (Rand, Mc- 
Nally & Co.) 


Vertebrate Embryology. 


Introduction to Vertibrate Embryology,” 
based on the study of the frog and the chick, by 
Prof. Albert M. Reese of the Syracuse university, 
is a good instance of the improved modern text- 
book, and an excellent illustration of the present 
day methods of student laboratory work.

LESSON NO. 230.—A Debate on Codperative 
Housekeeping. 


LTHOUGH the term “ codperative 
housekeeping” has been applied to 
the housekeeping of the first Adam 
and Eve and of all the Adams and 
Eves who have since then taken. the 
vows “to love, honor, and obey,” etc., it ‘s 
generally applied to a certain kind of living 
which attempts to take most of the industries 
of the household out of the home and trans- 
fer them to a central, cojperative institution. 

It is this latter sort of codperative house- 
keeping which furnished the theme for a live- 
ly debate recently between three young wom- 
en of the Beloit college and three from the 
Milwaukee-Downer college. The questicn 
which was submitted by the latter college 
was: “ Resolved, that under present condi- 
tions in cities of the United States with a 
population of over 10,000 a system of co- 
operative housekeeping is practicable and 
desirable.”’ 

Without speaking of the merits of the two 
sides, or of the merits of the question in gen- 
eral, it may be interesting to note the argu- 
ments presented by each side. 


In the first place, as the question reads 
“that A system of codperative housekeeping 
is practicable and desirable,” the affirmative 
had an opportunity to work up a system as 
nearly perfect as could be and maintain the 
practicability and desirability of that sys- 
tem—not of all systems. 

Their system included three departments— 
the kitchen, the domestic service depart- 
ment, and laundry department, united under 
one general management and in one central 
plant. 

The establishment was to be founded 
by means of shares, bought by from 100 to 
200 stockholders. These stockholders were 
to form a conference,. which would regulate 
all the affairs through a salaried manager. 
There were to be a head of each department 
and specialized assistants. 

The kitchen department was modeled after 
the Boston Laboratory Kitchen and Food 
Supply company and the London traveling 
kitchen—that is, meals ordered by individual 
families were to be cooked in the central 
kitchen, packed in individual retainers which 
keep the food hot four or five hours, and 
which have proven a practical success in 
many cities of the United States, and de- 
livered in specially fitted motor cars such as 
are used in London. “ Instead of 100 kitchen 
fires we would have ten,’’ was a quotation 
on this point. 

The domestic service department, similar 
to the Boston Household Aid company, was 
to consist of a training school for those who 
desired it, whence specialized “ aids ’’ would 
go oug to work by the hour or day. Other 
servants might also be obtained here. 

The laundry department was to resemble 
private laundries, although by far the great- 
er part of the work was to be done as at 
present in our homes and not by ruinous 
machines.

Coéperative housekeeping remedies these»| 


evils, as it stands for the desirable organiza- 


tion of household labor on an industrial 


basis, because it retains the home by simpli- 


fying household work, and because it is the 


needed organization to meet the trusts on 
food supplies.

It is desirable, first, to the mistress, because 
it raises the standard of work and establishes 
a common system of wages, which has 
proven so successful in all business lines; 


- because it removes the drudgery and difi- 


soheme. 


culties of housekeeping from the home to 
an institution where these difficulties are not 
encountered and where the work is. not 
drudgery; and because it promotes the pri- 
vacy of the home by removing the “stranger” 
from it, as the servant is to live at her own 
home or in residence clubs. 

Second, it is desirable to the be- 
cause of industrial advantages: the chance 
of promotion, organization and specializa- 
tion, personal independence, because of 
social advantages, as companionship, social

A plea. for the tebane, where the mother

The negative advocates confined them- 
selves almost entirely to the point that the 
capitalistic organization of labor has in all 
history preceded the codperative stage, and 
that the affirmative would upset the natural 
order of affairs by the introduction of their 
system; and, also, that capitalistic organiza- 
tion will remedy the existing evils more 
surely and more efficiently than any other 
They attacked the system offered 
by the affirmative and showed.the results 
which would follow if people were dependent 
upon a central institution which might at 
any time either become disrupted or ren-

Ottawa, Kas., May 30.—A Missouri Pacific 
and three Santa Fé passenger trains are’ 
water bound at Quenemo, and 1,000 passen- 
gers are marooned. One of the passengers, 
Frank Stevens of San Bernardino, Cal., died 
of tuberculosis on one of the Stalled trains. . 

The residents of Quenemo, who are en- 
deavoring to care for the beleaguered pas- 
sengers, are also in a bad plight, many of 
their homes being flooded and smaller builld- 
ing carried away. Foreman Siemantel and 
party are marooned in the Santa Fé shops. . 


River Higher than Ever Known. 


The Marais des Cygnes river is higher than 
ever known, and the overflow has caused 4 
serious flood in its valley. Above here, how- 
ever, the stream is falling, and the worst 
probably is over. Two hundred families 
are homeless in the lower portions of Ottawa 
and vicinity. 

‘tn North Ottawa several business houses 
are flooded, there being two feet of water in 
the Santa Fé depot and the lower floor of the 
Marsh hotel is covered with water. The 
Santa Fé yards are two feet under water, and 
no trains on the Santa Fé or the Missouri 
Pacific can move in or out of Ottawa. 

At Vassar, Kas., the flood is the most seri- 
ous since 1844. The river reaches from bluff 
to bluff, crops are practically ruined in the 
bottoms, and many head of stock have been 
drowned. 

Cloudburst in Oklahoma. 


Enid, Okla., May 30—A cloudburst In the 


‘vicinity of Enid did much damage. A-por- 


tion of the Denver, Enid and Gulf track be- 
tween here and Guthrie was washed away. 
All streams were swolien and country roads 
were rendered impassable.

J. E. Tilt said the manufacturers were de- 
termined to operate their establishinents as 
open shops: 

“We will all operate on the ‘open shop’ 
basis in the future,”’ he said. ‘“ There will 
be no change in wages except in one or two 
small matters. We realize that we may not 
be able to run our shops at full force at once. 
It may mean a long fight, and we may be a 
year in winning, but we are going to hold to 
our program.”’ 

When askéd what would be the effect of 
the order of the Western Federation of 
Miners that its members should buy no Chi- 
cago made shoes, Mr. Tilt said: 

“The agitation for the union stamp is 
dead. There is now practically no call for 
it. Of orders for 200,000 pairs.of shoes only 
+200 pairs were asked for with the stamp. 
Many customers actually insist that the 
stamp be left off. The trade outlook is ex- 
cellent. We have'on our books many more 
orders than we had last year atthistime. If 
any boycott has been attempted by the west- 
ern miners or others it has helped rather 
than hurt our business.’’ 


. Plan to Amalgamate Unions. 


Five international unions engaged in 
leather work will be amalgamated if the 
plan to be proposed by Marcellus Waite of 
Milwaukee, general organizer of the Amal- 
gamated Workers of America and the Ameri- 
can, Federation of Labor, at the annual con- 
vention of amalgamated leather workers to 
be held in Chicago next July 4 is adopted.

‘LOOPHOLES FOR “SHORTS. 


MUST SETTLE PRIVATELY, MAKE 
DELIVERY; OR BUY IN PIT. 


Outstanding Contracts Are Believed to 
Be Small and Well Scattered 
Throughout the Trade — Talent in 
Grain Is Generally Bearish on the 
Deferred Months, as Movement Is 
Expected to Keep Up to Present Di- 


There are still three loopholes for the May 
wheat shorts. They can either go into the 
pit and even up their accounts in the open 
market, make the deliveries of the actual 
grain, or settle privately with Mr. T. H. 
Waterman, the princtpal long and the man 
in control of the situation. There were ru- 
mors late Saturday of private settlements 
between Waterman and one or two of the 
shorts, but these rumors were denied yes- 
terday. There are some in the trade who be- 
today. This, of course, will depend upon 
accepting the bids made in the pit. 

On the more deferred months the trade in 
wheat leans to the bear side. J. Herbert 
Ware, sénior partner in the house of Ware- 
Leland, said last night: ‘ Although Cali- 
tornia will raise just about enough for home 
consumption, crop prospects elsewhere are 
most. favorable with improvement noted in 
Ohio and Indiana, but there were some fears 
of rust in the southwest. European crop 
advices are optimistic, with their markets 
displaying heaviness, following the Whit- 
guntide holidays the large quantity afloat 
—now about the largest on record—checking 
buyers, with advances difficult to make. The 
visible in the United States proper is now 
well under 20,000,000 bu, the smallest since 
1879, but there will be no exhaustion of sup- 
plies.. The new crop year is close at hand, 
large stocks of flour are in sight, and the 
cash demand is slow, with old spring and 
winter wheat receipts increasing. Present 
prospects still favor a total crop of 600,000,- 
C00 bu; that may be exceeded cansiderably 
with favorable weather conditions. Opera- 
tions are largely professional, with prices 
receding on July, the short interest having 
been largely eliminated, but the September 
kind 1s remarkably steady, offerings of old 
and new being well absorbed on declines. 
The bear element is conservative, due to the 
small contract stocks, and scalping opera- 
tions may be witnessed for a while in July 
with increased activities in the deferred 
iutures, the old. September promising to be- 
come a bullish feature.”

| RAILWAYS EARNING MORE 
BECAUSE OF LAKE TIEUP. 


East Bound Roads Have Largely In- 
creased Tonnage of-Package Freight 
—Appointments on the Santa Fe. 


The lake tieup helps to swell the earnings 
of the éast bound roads from Chicago in this 
dull period. They aré getting a largely in- 
creased tonnage of grain and package 
freight. The latter is of the most impor- 
‘tance, as it has accumulated at eastern and 
westerh lake ports and is to be moved both 
ways. 

All package freight that was in the hands 
1 of lake and rail lines on May 7 andon which 
bills of lading had been jesued is sent’ all 
rail at the contract, rate, but freight deliv- 
ered and accepted after that date will have 
to pay full all rail rates, which are 2 cents 
a hundred pounds more. vig 

Great pressure is brought to bear on the 
all rail lines to continue in effect the lake 
and rail rate until the strike is.settied. It is 
not likely, however, that the railroads will 
‘make the concession. They, feel that as long 
as the lake lines are tied up the business will 
haye to go to them, and they’are not in a 
position now to sacrifice any earnings to 
gain the good will of shippers. 

The effect of the lake strike on the grain 
movement eastward by lake is shown by the 
} difference between the shipments last week 
and those of last year. They were only 
402,920 bushels, compared with 2,043,000 
bushels last year and 2,467,000 bushels two 
years ago.
